The major needs 
of American agriculture, as'outlined by Mr. Her- 
bert Hoover, at this session, included "a better 
transportation system; a better adjustment of 
taxation; the development of a farm loaft system; 
the same development of co-operative buying 
and selling among farmers; the erection of inter- 
3iational credit enabling Europe to buy and the 
abolition of consolidated buying and control of 
our farm prices by European governments." 


There are none of Mr. Hoover's suggestions 


that will not meet with the hearty approval of 
every farmer in the country and it is safe to pre- 
dict that the incoming federal administration 
will do its best to give our farmers that protec- 
tion which is necessary, not only to profitable 
farming, but to a return to the soil of great num-
